Preface to- the Second Printing.' A copy of the book in our files is 
a second, printing. The preface to the original book is dated 1 October 
19*Ri. The "Ict<s to Second Printing' is dated 1 Septeriaer 1950. It msy 
be that Mr. tent Is referring to a V ird edition. 

3. The preface for the reprint is of an entirely different nature 
than that in the original tent hook. The original preface wub instruction- 
al as to what strategic intelligence is, and infoiWRtire ns to hen/ intelli- 
gence should be gathered, anelytad, etc.., with an expression. of gratitude 
else to different people who assisted Mr. Kent in the preparation of hie 
publication. The proposed preface is rare of esa essay on the Cold Jar, 
pointing out the treachery of the Soviet Union arid the success of the U.3. 
and its allies In the Intel ligaece field in recognizing that threat and 
keeping their governments informed. Mb. tent is very frank in Ms criticism 
of the Russian threat, the prcblcrs to intelligence created by the new 
emerging national states, and steins to defend the rsissue of this IS&-8 
book when, he says on page 9: 

’’This merely means fch*t there is a wider ground to cover, 
and that whereas much of the new ground is leas familiar to us 
then, sey, western SJurope it is act so different that the old 
methodologies will not wort- In this respect the intelligence 
business Is much the sane only smjcii bigger.*’ 


Mr. tent "then on pages II. on gets into the intelligence supplements in 
outer space# the use of sensors, computers, electronic, date machines, 
etc., and on page 14 has this prophecy: 
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*'!ot so long hence the studious Intelligence type vill sit at 
n f anally wired desk and dial himself into central magnetic sod micro - 
photographic ’library* filee. ••list he wants to read will appear on a 
sort of TV scope before hi# eyes.’ 

Beginning on page 15 Mr. Kent quotes from General Orlov’s Handbook of 
Intelligence and Guerrilla Warfare" in which Orlov reportedly'- makes the 
claiia that espionage, the technique of purloining other men's secret 
documents, leads one surely to -..hat oao wants to knew. Mr. Seat la 
great detail argues against this Soviet intelligence expert's ptraaise . 

Soejs intelligence experts any nqrt-. agree in. the downgrMlng of espionage 
to the degree indicated by Mr. Shat. 

V. I believe that CIA should sot- pass merely on the preface. I 
think the entire book oust be reviewed# If not, there may be considerable 
press comment of wfcat CIA is todfeiy and what Mr. Kent says it should be. 

It is very important, X believe, to make this recheek because Mr. Kent 
not only discusses hi# news of what the Agency should be structurally 
bat also gives his views as to tie qualifications of so* of the top 
personnel. The present Director of CIA, it might be pointed out, would 
East meet Mr. Kent's standards m given on pegs 100 of hie bock where Mr. 
Kent states: 

In permitting an off iter of the arsed sendees to hold the 
post the Act gives CIA a military sura. Hia may turn out to be 
a positive disadvantage, for in massing possible an accumulation 
of military men at the top level, it will discourage the recruitment 
of professionally competent civilians at what I have called the 
coordinating level, bet ua not forget that the subject natter of 
CIA's particular brand of intelligence is such closer to so-called 
civilian specialties than to military, !!
